I.  Approval of Minutes
a. A motion was made by Commissioner Gibbons to approve the release of the
minutes of the February 13, 2020 Board Meeting. The motion was seconded by
Commissioner O’Connell.
I1.  Director’s Report
a. Director Enyia shared the draft version of the ILCC Strategic Plan for 2020.
b. Director Enyia informed the Commission of a bulletin RE: COVID19 and the

cancellation of the City of Chicago Parade. The bulletin is available on the ILCC
Website.



Director Enyia informed the Commission of the ILCC budget hearing. Director
Enyia and Michael Gentry will go before the GA later this month.

Director Enyia announced fourteen bills with impact to the ILCC. The Legislative
team will be staying abreast of their movement.

1. Enforcement Division

The ILCC completed 141 SAM compliance checks, 21 failed. Twenty-one
compliance checks were repeat violators, 6 violated again. This gives a repeat
violator compliance rate of 71%.

The Enforcement Division reported ongoing hiring for Underage Participants.

The Enforcement Division is participating is meetings to foster relationships with
other law enforcement agencies.
